Inventions I and III are unrelated inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they 
have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation that is. Invention I operates 
as a device that monitors pressure and invention III performs a method 
that could manufacture several different semi-conductor device. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they 
have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects
